than any other. 

Ans Broadway is beautiful beyond 
a coubt. Standing on the slight in- 
cline at First street and looking to- 
ward the south the whole seems a great 
avenue of flowers and flags and lights, 
with a full and harmonious commin- 
giing of the Fiesta and national colors. 

Individual displays have transformed 
this street, and much time and care 
brave evidently been expended by the 
property owners. Beginning with the 
Tajo building, with alternating “Pres- 
ident’s”* Fiesta and national flags at 
every window, the festal attire is kept 
up for a distance of six blocks. Just 
across the street is the home of The 
Times, rnished with a full comple- 
ment of national Fiesta flags. 
Broad streamers of the two emblems 
festoon the lower story, and span the 
main entrance with a triangle of bright 
color.

AN AWFUL PLACE. 


cArizonans Give Him a Look at the In- 
describable Grand Canyon. 


Presented With a Boot. 


He Spends Greater Part of the Day in the Saddle and 
cApprecia’es the -Absence cf a Set Programme— Makes 
an Emphatic Address in Sight of the Mighty Gorge— 


RAND CANYON (Ariz.) May 6¢.— 

{Exclusive Dispatch} The Presi- 

dent has seen the Grand Cafion of 
Arizona. “The only word I can use for 
it,” said Mr. Roosevelt, with impres- 
sive emphasis, “is awful. It filled me 
with awe such as I have never before 
known. It is beyoud comparison; it ir 
beyond description.” 

The day was one of agreeable.change 
for the President. Public ceremonies 
were almost lacking. and the only uni- 
‘forms seen were those of an excursion 
load of the Cleveland Grays and of the 
old guard of New York City. The Ari- 
zonans came prepared with no set pro- 
gramme, and the President expressed 
himself warmly in appreciation. The 
greater part of the day was spent in 
the saddic. Horses were mounted al- 
most on arrival of the President's train 
at9a.m. Return was made in an hour 
that a trainload of excursionists from 
Fiagstaff might be met. 

The public reception was at the Grand 
Cafion Hotel, where the President from 
his stand in the balcony could over- 
look the mighty gorge as he turned in 
his own peculiar way to emphasise 
some point of his address. There never 
was a more appreciative audience than 
that of about eight hundred souls 
gathered under the junipers beneath 
him, and the applause was @imost toe 
frequent for the winding of rhetorical 
periods. 

AMONG GALLANT COMRADES. 

The President said: “Mr. Governor, 
and you, my fellow-citisens, my fellow- 
Americans, men and women of Arizona: 
I am glad to be in Arigona today. It 
was from Arigona that so many gallant 
men came into the regiment which I 
had the honor te command. Afisona 
sent men who won glory on fought

CANYON INDESCRIBABLE. 
“T have come here to see the Grand 
Cafion of Arizona, because in that 
cafion Arizona has a natural wonder 
which, so far as t know, is in kind 
absolutely unparalleled throughout the 
rest of the world. 
shall not attempt to describe it be- 
cauee I cannot. I could not choose 
words that would convey or that could 
convey to any outsider what that 
ecafion is, I want to ask you to do one 
thing in connection with it in your 
own interest and in the Interest of the 
country—to keep this great wonder of 
Nature as it now is. [Applause.}] 1 
was delighted to learn of the wisdom 
of the Santa Fé Raliroad people in 
deciding not to build their hotel on the 
brink of the cefion. I hope you wf! 
not have a buliding of any kind, not 
a summer cottage, a hotel or anything 
elke, to mar the wonder of its grand- 
eur, the sublimity, the great  loneli- 
ness and beauty of the cafior.

‘PLEA FOR NATURE. 
“Keep the Grand Cafion of Arizona 
as is. We have gotten pirst the 
stage, my feliow-citizens, when we are 
to. be pardoned if we simply treat any 
_ of our country as something to 
be skinned for two or three years for 
the use of the present generation, 
whether it is the forest. the water. the 
scenery; whatever it is hendile it 
that your children’s children wi! got 
the benefit of it; handle it that way. 
if irrigation, epply it under circum- 


stances that will make it of benefit, not 
.

You have got 
to save them from corruption, save 
them from brutality, and I regret {jo 
say that at times we have to save them 
from the unregulated eastern philan- 
thropist, because in everything we have 
to remember that although perhaps the 


question is hardness of heart, I do not 
know that it does as much damage is 
softness of head. All I ask is a square 
chance for every man, give him a fair 
chance. Do not let him wrong any one, 
and do not let him be wronged. nelp 
him as far as you can without hurting 
him tn helping him, for the only way to 
help a man in the end is to help him 
to help himself. Never forget thet 
you have to have two sets of qualities; 
the active qualities that we un- 


bor, square and fair ‘i. his Gealings 
with ali men, abd ip his dealings with 
the State; and theh’ furthérmore the 
qualities that have. to.be shown by 
every man whe ia to do his work well 
in the world. Virtue is ome. but the 


virtue that sits at hom. in its own 
parior and thinks about bad the 
world is, never did anything and 


never will, 

“I Want to see the qualities that the 
men of "61 to "65 had, my comrades. 
You had to have a man patriotic tall ee 
those days, but MR did not make any 
difference how patriotic he was, if he 
would not fight he was no good. So ‘t. 
is with citizenship. I want to see de- 
cency, and then I want to see the vir- 
tues, hardy virtues; the virtues. we 
speak of when we describe any one who 
is not only a good man, but emphat- 
ically a man. I believe in you, I am 
giad to see you. I wish you well with 
all my heart, and I know that your fu.

Horrible Torture Inflicted by Orders of 
President of Nicaragua Upon Several 
Political Prisoners. 

{BY DIRECT WIRE TO. THE TIMES.) 

SAN FRANCISCO, May 6.—{Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] A passenger from Pan- 
ama gives details of terrible torture 
inflicted by President Zelaya of Nica- 
ragua upon rich Salavadoreans, whom 
he arrested for treason. These men, 
with Sefior Castro of Nicaragua, were 
accused of complicity in a 
te blow up the military headquarters at 
Managua. Castro's real offense, ac- 
cording to his friends, was in express- 
ing himeeM forcibly against the policy 
of the President. While Castro was in 
prison a feir adventuress, who had in- 
fluenced high public officials, appeared 
on the scene. From that moment the 
lot of Castro and his companions was 
unbearable. They were dragged forth 
to the public square of Managua, with 
heavy chains on their wrists and 
ankles, and a great mob congregated. 
They were then called upon to confess, 
but they denied all knowledge of the 
plot. Then soldiers were instruaed to 
administer repeatedly hypodermic in- 
jections of salt water. 

Finally the prisoners were brought to 
trial. The adventuress was the only 
witness. She declared Castro and his 
companions had discussed the conspir- 
acy in her house while they were her 
guests. Castro and his companions 
were then shot and their bodies buried.

UNSHINE AND CLOUDS. 

The spring of 1902 will long be 
remembered’ as an exceptional one in 
Southern California, so far as the 
weather is concerned. The months of 
March and April have beaten the rec- 
ord for cloudiness*® and rainfa!!] and 
lack of sunshine. “The glorious 
Climate of Southern California” has 
been a little “off its trolley.” This 


over Uncle Sam's local weather fac- 
tory, for statistics in confirmation of 
the general belief that the past two 
months have been entirely exceptional 
from the weather standpoint. Here 
are figures, furnished by Mr. Franklin, 
from the records /ef the “Weather 
Bureau. The average number of 
clear days for March, since a record 
has been kept, is 12, partly cloudy 12, 
cloudy 7. The average for March, 1903, 
is, respectively, 9,.8, and 4M. The 
average number of clear days for April 
is 12, partly cloudy 12, cloudy 6, the 
average for April, 1903, being 9, 13 
and 8, respectively. The average per- 
centage of sunshine for the month of 
March -s 69. The average for March, 
1903 was 51. For April, the average 
percentage is 70, the average for April, 
1903, beitig only 62. Moreover, the 
percentage of sunshine for the months 
of March and April are the lowest 
recorded by the local weather bureau 
since records have been kept. Now, 
will our eastern visitors be good? 

The rainfall this spring has been ag 
exceptional and remarkable one. The 
average rainfall for the month of 
March is 2.81 inches. The rainfall in 
arch, 1903, amounted to more than 
three times as much as this, or 9.93 
inches. The average rainfall for April 
is 1.15 inches. The rain for April, 
1903, amounted to 3.77 inches. The 
average rainfall of the season is 15.60 
inches. The rainfall from September 
1, 1902, to April 30, 1903, amounted to 
19.30 imches, and there are yet four 
months to hear from, during which | 
some fractions of an inch are likely 
to be added to this total. 

While our eastern friends who come 
here for pleasure and health may 
grumble about the clouds and rain, 
and cast reflections upon the quality 
and quantity of our patented sunshine, 
those who cultivate’ the soll in this 
section are rejoicing, for this has been, 

far, a remarkably favorable season 

crops of all. kinds, and if every- 
thing goes well from ndw on until 
the early summer we shall see a re- 
Markab’> harvest in Southern Cali- 
fornia, with plethoric barns and bank 
books as a consequence. Reports to 
the Weather Bureau state that the 
rains have been timely, well dis- 
tributed, and have fallen s0 tly 
that all moisture has been taken into 
the soil. Farmers agree that more 
serviceable rains never fell, and that 
erop*. never looked better than this 
peason. What is now wanted is some 
clear weather and warm sunshiny 
days to mature the crops properly, for 
it is not only the “gentle dew from 
heaven” that is Weeded to secure a 
good harvest, but the ardent sun that 
ripens the grain, fitting it for the food 
of men and animals. The latest re- 
ports from the interior state that the 
weather has been clear and warm, so 
that the danger of rust tn the grain 
fields has been lessened. 
We are sorry that some of our east- 
ern visitors have been disappointed in 
the climate of the past season, but we 
can assure them that this is one of 
those exceptional cases which prove 
the rule. The fact remains that there 
is no section in the United States 
where the sun shines from a cloudless 
sky on so many days in the year as it 
does in Southern California. Ly

ELUSIONS OF STRIKERS. 
When men who are employed in 


and voluntarily walk out, they cease 
to be employés of that particular 
establishment. They become, by their 
own act, outsiders, and have no more 
right than have any other outsiders 
to a voice determining conditions of 
employment. They are no longer 
parties in interest after they have re- 
fused to continue in the gervice of 
their employer on the terms upon 
which he is willing to employ them. 
When they attempt to interfere with 
his business in any manner, they are 
Outside of their legal rights, outside 
of their moral rights, and outside of 
all their rights as individuals. They 
ere, in fact, in proportion to their un- 
lawful interference with the rights of 
others, outlaws and criminals, and 
should be treated as such. 


said, are too often lost sight of by 
complaisant and spineless officials 
whose sworn duty it is to uphold and 
administer the law. From this lax 
view of official duty come half the 
trouble and most of the violence which 
battend the average strike: If officers 
of the law would always, in such 
cases, perform the duties which their 
oaths of office require them to per- 
form, there would be little interfer- 
ence on the part of strikers with the 
business of their fotfmer employers. 
and there would be comparatively 
littie violence as an adjunct of labor 
strikes. When public officials fall 
down, through cowardice or lack of 
principle, the mob spirit asserts it- 
self, and wrong begins to usurp the 
place of right. 

One of the numerous delusions of 
men who desert their employment at 
the dictation of jawsmiths and ag‘ta- 
tors is the idea that they (the strik- 
ers) have some sort of a “right” to 
prevent other men from taki A 
places. A further delusion Is 

so often (if not always) entertal 

by strikers, that a settlement of 
strike necessarily involves their rein- 
statement in the positions which they 
have deserted. Nothing could be 
farther from the truth than these mis- 
taken ideas. Common sense and com- 
mon Americanism should teach every 
Man who fees fit to quit his employ- 
ment that any other man who chooses 
to accept the position has as good a 
right to do so as the striker had to 
quit; also that the employer has as 
good a right to employ the man who 
takes the striker’s place as he had to 
employ the striker in the first place, 
or at any time. The fact that men 
have united in a union can not pos- 
sibly coffer upon them the right to 
monopolize the work to be performed 
in any branch of industry. 

The idea usually entertained by 
strikers, that they must all be taken 
back into their old positions if the 
strike is settied, is a delusion. Even 
if an employer is willing to accede to 
the demands made upon bi, he is 
under no obligation whatever to take 
back the strikers, or any of them, un- 
lees he enté?fs into an express stipula- 
tion to that effect. Workmen who 
quit their employment should dis- 
abuse themselves of the notion that 
they have thereafter any sort of claim 
upon the positiong which they have 
vacated. If they are taken back it is 
through the good will of their former 
employer, and not because they have 
any just or proper claim upon him 
for employment. 

. Industrial peace is not to be had so 
long as any class of men attempt, by 
coercion, to restrain other men from 
doing that which they have a lawful 
right to do, or attempt to fotce them 
to do that which they have a lawful 
fight to refrain from doing. Coercivn, 
save by the legally constituted author- 
ities, is un-American and intolerable. 
It is opposed to the genius of our in- 
stitutions and to the spirit of free- 
dom which is the vitalizing principle 
of our form of government. 

The brutal and brutalizing tyrannies 
which trades unions have been per- 
mitted to exercise, in the past, must 
and will be restrained in the future. 
rubiio opinion is steadily working 
around to a just and adequate com- 
prehension of the fundamental rights 
involved in these questions. And, as 
The Times has heretofore observed, 
public opinion will be the final arbiter 
of all grea. questions of public con- 
cern.

HOW TO GO ABOUT IT. 

Others than girls can be cured of 
high, shrill voices. So long as a wom- 
an, No matter what her age, is deter- 
mined to make the best of herself in 
any and every way, s0 long may she 
hope for self-improvement. The wom- 
an who wishes to learn to soften and 
modulate her voice will do well to seek 
the seclusion of her own apartment 
for a time and try a few experiments. 
lf she thinks that her voice is tow loud, 
too strident, let her give herself a 
sample of what it is and then try to 
bring it down to whet she thinks it 
should be. A little experimenting will 
furnish her with a pretty clear idea 
of the sound she would like to have 
known as her voice, and when she has 
done this she must set herself to work 
to aq@juire it. 

I can hear someone say that such a 
course is bound to lead to affectation 
and self-consciousness, but I do not be- 
lieve it. Of course, if a woman is de- 
termined to change all her intonationa, 
it will doubtless seem an affectation 
to perfons about her until they become 
Secustomed to the novelty. It is a 
question Jf anyone would be success- 
ful in making so radical a change. She 
would be sure to relapse into the old 
tones once in a while, and the piece 
of new cloth put into the old garment 
would show the attempt at jcining too 
Ppiainly. She would best begin with 
the modification which I have suggeste 
ed and lower her tones, keeping par- 
ticular guard upon herself in moments 
of animation and exettement. Then, 
as in a flare-up of temper, the natural 
tendency is likely to assert lisetf. I 
have known so-called ladies, who were 
not gentiewomen either by birth or by 
education, who could conceal this fact 


until there came a strain that their 


composure would not stand, when the 
acquired breeding would give way and 
there would be an outbreak which pro- 
claimed only too plainly that the real 
woman had hitherto been cleverly | 


masked. 

To make the speaking voice pleasant 
there are other things necessary be- 
sides a lowering of the tones. There 
should be a s of the inflections. 
I do not mean this that the voles | 
should be brought to a uniform, expres- 
sioniess level. On the contrary, when 
the natural intonations are pleasant it 
is a great mistake toe attempt to 
change them for any fancied benefit. 
For example, I knew at one time a 
charming Southern woman who had 
lived in New York for some yeare. I 
had never suspected her birthplace un- 
til one day when some inflection made 
me turn to her and say,*‘Are you not 
from the South?’ She flushed with 
vexation. “Yes,” she said. “but I had 
honed no one would find It out.” 
Then she went on to say that ever 
since she came to the North she had 
striven to eliminate from her voice ev- 
ery trace waa gua intonatjon—not 
that she was hamed of her birth- 
place, but she did not wish io 
prociaim it In her speech. As a re- 
suit this was a colorless sort of thing 
—not the speech or voice of the gen- 
uine New Yorker, but a hybrid she had 
achieved which showed nothing of the 
woman's nature. Had she modified any 
provincialisms qr coarse intonations 
and kept the inusical Southern nmodula- 
tions her voice and speech would have 
been far more agreeable. 

DROP SLANG. 
I desire to emphasize the necessity 
for dropping provincialisms and faults 
of diction. We ail of us know a certain 
hard “r” which, justiy or unjustiy, has 
won the name of the “westerner’ as a 
certain:flat pronunctation of the letter 
“a” is known gs the “Philadeiphia (or 
Pennsylvania) a.” The objectionable 
method of pronouncing these two iet- | 
ters is not co.tfined to the Ww-ealities ior 
which they are named, but they re 
unpleasing, wherever you may ind 
them. The unfortunate possessor of the 
one or the other should set himself 
or herself to get rid of it as soon a6 
possible. Net that one should dcup the 
“rs” altogether, as the southerner has 
the fault of doing sometimes, or slur 
it over as does the New Yorker, or that 
one should make the conversation 
heavy with exaggeratediy broad Eng- 
lish “a's.” There is something between 
these, and Kh is rather absu for the 
denizens of any locality to ape the 
speech of the inhabitants of any other 


section. It is only the gre defec s 
that are to be removed, © best 
may be taken wherever it is founda, 


With ‘the faults of pronunciation should 
go provincialiems and—dare I say it’ 
—slang. 

I know that slang is often only good 
language in the making. but even if 
the slang of today may be a sample of 
cultured speech of tomorrow one does 
not wish to make up one’s vocabulary 
largely of samples. Granted that slang 
is often more forcible than conventiona; 
speech, it is still inelegant. Its great 
drawback, apart from the effe:t It pro- 
duces upon the refined ear, is the fash- 
ion in which it vitiates the converma- 
tion. The person who makes habitual 
use of slang weakens his vocabulary, 
and when an occasion artees when he 
wishes to use-¢legant speech he finds 
himself terribly at a lors. A little slang 
may be ve well once.in a while as 
adding salt or spice to the conversa- 
tion. but t conversation made w 


wholly of spice or of sait palis at a 
very early stage. 

Too large a subject to undertake at 
length now is that of faults in gram- 
mar and in pronunciation. Yet all 
these mark the difference between the 
educated and the ignorant or careless, 
between the cultured and the unre- 
fined. Not until we go in for a rigid 
se)f-examination do we know what sii- 
ners we are with regard to both 
grammar and pronunciation. In these 
things it is very difficult for one to 
cure oneself, and here, if ever, is the 
place for the candid friend who will in 
no spirit of unkindness indicate to us 
our faults in these respects. . 

MISPRONUNCIATION, 

I tecall very well a group of people 
who spent the winter together a good 
many years ago in a certain small 
Swiss town. They were all either stu- 
dents or belonged to the families of stuf 
dents, and it did not take them long 
to form a sort of mutual improvement 
society—although they never gave it 
that name. There was a good dea! of 
reading aloud, and this led to questions 
of pronunciation. Grammatical blun- 
ders soon declared themselves, and one 
or two who had habitually said “he 
don't” for “he doesn't” were led inio 
the paths of correctness. Then, too, dia 
others grasp the fact that-to “fix” a 
thing means to establish it firmiy and 
not to repair or to prepare it. There 
were one or two others who had said 
“ain't,” and even one who had been 
guilty of “between you and I.” 

I recollect overhearing a serio-comic 
conversation one day between two of 
the girls. 

“I can still jove you,” said the one, 
“because you have stopped saying 
‘cupilo’ for cupola, ‘reservoy’ for reser- 
volr and ‘amature’ for amateur. But 
will nothing ever convince you that 
pertner is not to be pronounced 
*‘pardner? 

The faults that those young people 
broke themselves of in those days they 
have never fallen into again. And here, 
if nowhere else, is found one of the 
best of reasons why the women of to- 
day should make their speech all that 
it ought to be in correctness pnd purity 
of English. 

CHILDREN APE MOTHER'S 

SPEECH. 

All teachers in schools will tell us 
that what the children learn in the 
way of grammar at school is nothing to 
them so far as their ordinary speech 
is concerned if they do noi hear their 
language spoken as it should be at 
home. We hear a man of mature years 
make blunders and commit crimes 
against the language, and we say tha 
his faults are the result of the lack 
early advantages. No time is-too early 
to begin to teach children to speak 
correctly, and this teaching they’ will 
gain from those about them. As the 
mother is the child is, as a rule. “Jf 
the mother has a low-pitched, pleasant 
voite, the child's will probabiy be 
more or less like It. If her speech is 
torrect the child's will resemble it. 

There are few charms more potent in 
woman than a well-modulated, prop- 
erly-used voice. I know of some per- 
tons who make this the index of the 
character, and judge a woman almost 
entirely by he? speaking voice. With- 
out going so far as that. theres is no 
doubt that a woman who has a musical 
woice may reckon it among her happy 
Fitts, as she might a good complexion 
or fine eyes or hair. If she does not 

it Bhe should set herself to work 
to cultivate it, as she would attempt to 
conquer defects in any other physical 
quality. To aid its improvement she 
should practice deep breathing, study 
to overcome defects like a stammering 
or tripping speech by taking a long, 
full breath before beginning a sentence, 
end, above l, endeavor to keep her 
tones low. long as she manages 
to do.this her voice may not be win- 
ning. but at least it is not likely to 
be unpleaging.

STRIKING LINEMEN REALIZING 
THEIR MISTAKE. 


Trying to Square Themselves With a 
Belated Offer to Help the Fiesta Along. 
Absurd Eleventh Hour Repentance of 
Council of Labor Gang. 


The strike of the local Brotherhood of 
Electrical Workers, precipitated May 5, 
is attracting.very little attention in 
the midst of the Fiesta hubbub. «l- 
though the time chosen for the walk- 
out was unquestionably calculated to 
cause as much inconvenience to the 
public as possible, the strikers are be- 
ginning to realize that they made a 
mistake, and thut they ch the very 
worst time to gain popular sympathy 
for their movement; without which 
they cannot hope to succeed. 

The strikers have learned that the 
people resent any movement or action 
on the part of any body of men tend- 
ing in any way to mar the pleasure of 
the President's visit to Los Angeles, or 
to interfere in any way with the com- 
fort and convenience of the large 
crowds attending the Fiesta. Since 
noting the trend of popular feeling and 
realizing the harm they have been 
doing their own ignoble cause, the Hay- 
Biddle-Jimgray Council of Labor gang 
have been falling over themselves and 
shouting themseives hoarse in ther 
vain endeavor to make the people be- 
Meve that they are loyal to their city 
and country and have no notion of 
creating mischief while the Pregident is 
the city’s guest. These trembling jaw- 
smiths have been making al! sorts of 
absurd propositions to the Fiesta Ex- 
ecutive Committee in order to make be- 
lieve that they mean no-harm, and to 
stem the rising tide of popular in- 
dignation. They have gone so far as 
to ask Chairman Cass to give them a 
letter to the President, begging that 
they may have the privilege of shak- 
ing hands with him. Such sy:ophantic 
tactics simply diaguset the plain, inde- 
pendent American citizen and will not 
restore the anarchistic trouble-breeders 
to popular favor. 

The union electric linesnen, realiz nz 
the mistake made in ordering a strike 
on the eve of the Fiesta, are making 
frantic efforts to square themeecives 
now, by proclaiming from the house- 
tops, not to mention the tops of e'ec- 
tric poles, that they offered their serv- 
ices gratia to the Fiesta Committee to 
do such electri: work as may be neces- 
sary to pull the Fiesta off successfully. 
Their belated offer has not been ac- 
cepted, as enough sensible linemen re- 
mained loyal to the employing com- 
panies to keep thé lines in repair and 
to make such extensions as may be 
necessary to carry out the plans of the 
Fiesta management. 

There are altogether nineteen de- 
mands that the union linemen have 
made. These have in view a nera! 
increase of wages averaging about 5° 
cents @ day all around. They demand 
$3.50 as the wages of a journeyman 
lineman for an eight-hour day; $3.75 
for an assistant gang foreman, and 44 
a day for a gang foreman; while ap- 
prentices shall receive $2.50 per day for 
the first year, and 2% ts advance 
each succeeding six mont until at 
the end of three years they shall re- 
ceive the journeyman’s wage of $3.50
